(a) Wages and salaries: (amount before deductions for income tax 
pensions, unemployment insurance, etc.) Includes military pay 
and allowances, tips, commissions and bonuses and piece-rate 
payments received during 1970, but excludes free room and board 
or other payments in kind.

2. Government old age pensions, Canada pensions and Quebec pen- 
sions: Includes Guaranteed Income Supplement 


3. Other government payments: Includes all other government 
transfer payments from all levels of government such as unem- 


ployment insurance, veterans’ pensions and allowances, wel- 
fare, workmen's compensation, mothers' allowances, etc. 


4. Retirement pensions from previous employment: Includes all 
regular income received as a result of previous employment of 


the respondent or a deceased relative. Includes pensions to 
retired civil servants, RCMP or career military personnel, and 
all annuities regardless of who purchased them but excludes 
lump-sum payments. 


5. Bond and deposit interest and dividends: Includes interest 
from deposits in banks, trust companies, co-operatives, Credit 


Unions, etc., as well as bond and debenture interest and all 
dividends. 


6. Other investment income: Includes net rents from real estate, 
mortgage and loan interest, regular income from an estate or 
trust fund, and interest from insurance policies. 


7. Other income: Includes regular income from alimony, child 
support, net income from roomers and boarders, pensions and 
other non-investment income from abroad, scholarships, etc. 


Note: Coverage in 1961 was for non-farm private dwellings only (ex- 
cluding N.W.T.}. Since, in addition, farm income was not col- 
lected in 1961, the data are not directly comparable. 


Employment income: Employment income refers to the total income re- 
ceived in 1970 as wages and salaries, net income from non-farm self- 
employment and/or net income from farm operation,
